DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Abstract: 

—A cartridge for a digital photofinishing system having a digital processor and a printer 
arranged to receive drive signals from the digital processor; the cartridge being arranged to be 
mounted removably in juxtaposition to the printer and including a source of printing fluid to be 
delivered on demand to the printer, and the cartridge incorporating means for coupling with a 
print media feed drive mechanism.-- 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the allowance of claim 1 : 

3. With respect to claim 1 , the prior art does not teach a cartridge for a digital 
photofinishing system, the digital photofinishing system having a digital processor and a printer 
arranged to receive drive signals from the digital processor; the cartridge comprising a roll of 
print media removably mounted to a tubular core, an opening arranged to enable a roller of a 
print media feed drive mechanism of the digital photofinishing system to contact a wound portion

of the roll of print media, and a source of printing fluid to be delivered on demand to the printer, 
the source of printing fluid comprising at least one refillable container that is removably located 
within the tubular core and an unwound portion of the roll of print media being fed through the 
printer by operation of the roller on the wound portion of the roll of print media.
